Frontier, Feb. 7 (UP).— General 
Jose Miaja tonight summoned a 
council of war in Madrid to muster) 
the 400,000 troops of his central 
army for defense of nine provinces 
of the Madrid-Valencia zone re- 
maining in Loyalist hands.

Whoever planted such a story 
with Hutchinson, he declared, did a 
pretty rotten thing.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (UP).— 
President - Roosevelts emergency 
national defense program rounded 
the first turn toward passage today 
when the House Military Affairs

750,000 to build army barracks and 
improve coastal and anti-aircraft 
defenses in Panama. 

The bill contains authorization 
for $32,500,000 to be expended gor 
so-called “educational orders” de- 
signed to familiarize private indus- 
try with the manufacture of war 
materials and facilitate mass pro- 
duction in a war emergency. 

Also authorized was an increase 
in the Army's peacetime strength 
from 165,000 to 205,000. This, to- 
gether with the National Guard, 
would provide an emergency de- 
tense force of at least 400,000 men. 
The regular army increase would 
include addition of 2,514 officers, 
36,828 enlisted men, 9808 flying 
cadets and 603 reserve officers.

The Problem of Unity 


If unity in the labor movement is to be 
achieved, the points at dispute must be clear- 
ly understood. 

The press is giving considerable publicity 
to an article in which Alfred Braunthal, re- 
search director for the United Hatters, Cap 
and Millinery Workers, A. F. of L., writes 
that there is no longer any fundamental dis- 
agreement, but that the continued split is 
due to “personalities.” 

The theory is not a new one. But it is no 
more true today than when it was, first 
sprung. The problems involved in the ques- 
tion of labor unity are serious and funda- 
mental ones: 

Let. the majority on the A. F. of L. Ex- 
ecutive Council agree without vagueness or 
equivocation to industrial unionism for the 
mass production industries. Let them agree 
to take in the entire membership of the CIO 
into the united movement. And let them 
agree to democratic procedure in each union 
and in the new united labor center. 

This is the basis for unity as proposed by 
John L. Lewis and the CIO. Those who are 
concerned with unity should bring their in- 
fluence to bear upon the Executive Council 
of the A. F. of L. Meanwhile, all theories to 
the effect that the dispute rests on “person- 
alities,” can only serve the purposes of those 
forces which .seek the destruction of the CIO 
instead of unity between it and the Federa- 
tion. 


Hiding Railroad Scandals? 


The reactionaries who are trying to block 
the appointment of Thomas R. Amlie to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission know as 
well as we do that the Wisconsin liberal is 
not a Communist. 

But that doesn’t keep them from red- 
baiting all over the place. For this has be- 
come the accepted method of fighting against 
the appointment of anyone who does not 
happen to fickle the fancy of Wall Street. 

As Labor,“ official organ-of the Standard 
Railroad Labor Organizations, pointed out in 
its issue of Jan. 31, it is the “foes of the New 
Deal” who are doing the screaming against 
the President’s appointment.
